oause our overthrow. All this sud muoh more
18 still nursed in the memory of our paopla
If, with the downfall of the insurrection, the
influences of British aid had ceased without
damage being done to our prosperity, we
might in time, aided by the conscionsnass of
complets guocess, forget the wrong and renew
friendly relations with the wrong-dosrs. Bal
such is not the cass. Grave injury has bean
done to a pumber of our citizens. Dirates
built in British ports have devastated the seas
and swept millions of dollars worth of pro-
perty from the face of the ocean, In this
condition of affuirs it is idle to tallk of forgetting
the past 80 long as amends are not made. It
18 foolish to prate of friendly relations and
amioable feelings as long as the debt is all on
one side and remaivs nusatizfiel, The London |

lack of it be forgotten. Eucoess enables ms to
look leniently atthe failure of Great Britain to
aot as became a free people. But the pe-
ouniary logs can only be compensated for by
securing payment. We want the pound of
flash which, by the contract, we are entitled
to have, and no soft words or answers at
cntlers’ dinners will satisfy the people of the
[/nited States. Mr. Reverdy Johuson has said
qnuite enovgh about peace to satisfy the most
fastidiong member ol the Soclety of Friends,
and in his assurances of the popular desire for
amity he has spoken truly. Bat he has
spoken quite enough. If the British Govern-
ment don't want peace then we don't want it
pither. The wrong is clearly on their side;
why shounld we cringe and ory for ‘‘cordial
relations "' If the tone which Mr. Johuson
has asgumed be keptup as his constant re-
frain it will approach towards sycophancy and
merit the repudiation of the American peopls,
YThe remarks of Mr. Roebuok at the very
dinner at which Mr. Johnson was so lond in
his protestations wera of a character to canse
general regret at the speech of our Minister.
The insolence of the Iopglishman knew
no bounds, and it came as an immediat
warning to Mr. Johunson to cease to commit
himself so unalterably. To be sure a large
proportion of the British press, and particu-
larly of the British people, repudiate the rude
and discourteous remarks of Mr. Roebuck, but
for all that he is & representative man, & mem-
ber of Parliament, and when he says that the
American people are composed of the off-
scouring of Europe, for that is about what his
remarks amounted to, he goes so far as to
cause the American Minister to pause in the
midst of his profefessions of unbounded friend-
ship. The trath of the matter is that Mr.
Johneon, if he values his pogition as Minister,
must remember that the American people are
a high-spirited and dee¢ply-wronged peopls,
and will bear any evil rather than fnsult, For
two reasons they desire the settlement of the
Alabama and kindred olaims in full. 1st. To
recompense our citizens from the loases they
have sustaiped; but 24, and principally, to
prove to all the world that England has to
soknowledge that hier course was wrong, and
make publio reparation. For these reasons
there can be no lasting peace or real fesling of
amity between the people of this continent
and Great Biitain, nutil fall satisfaction is
made for spoliations committed, and full
amends made for the many wrongs done us
duaring the civil war.

I will take considerable casulstry and lots
of logio to sustain and harmonize the motto
paraded throngh the Northern oities:—‘‘No
equality with inferier and mongrel races'
with the pleasant invitation and loving assar-
anoes of the Demooraoy to their dear ocolored
voting brethren of Lonisians and Mississippi.

‘‘andeniable fucts,” and “frrefatable argu-
ments,” on which Democratio orators have
drawn so long and 80 largely, will not serve
to extricate themn from the present delioate
dilemma.

Tunre are two ways of performing politioal
work. The one is by quiet personal exerlion,
the other by public demonstration. If we
were oompelled to ohoose between the two,
and totally abandon ome or the other, we
wonld not heaitate to give up all publio meet-
ioge, and see what converta comld be made
through the aid of personal applioation. Bu'
we are under no suoch necessity. We oan have
both publio meetings and private efforts, and
we consider & few suoch gatherings as that
whioh filled Broad street in front of the League
House on Toesday as powerful organa for
good. There can be no guestion bat that the
sight of 5o many thousands of people—all ao-
tuated by & common fmpnlse, all working for
the same cauee, all intending to vote the same
tcket—carries {o the public mind an idea of
power which cvannot be otherwise attained.
The same effeot §8 produced by a general re-
view, When a regiment parades the soldiera
think to themsalves, *'If we come in contaot
with the enemy we might be annihilated;"
but if colnmn after column pours along, and
whole acres of men in their common uniform
are geen together, the idea of annihilation amid
guch & mass scems absurd, The men desm
themeelves invincible.
